Council Orders Study Made On 
Penn Central Takeover Proposal 


A lengthy session of Rushville 
City Council, was sparked by 
some 'lively interchange of opin­ 
ions and ideas Wednesday night, 
as a variety of topics came un­ 
der discussion. 
A delegation of approximately 
20 people, coming from a prior 
meeting in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce office and led by Philip 
Willkie, appeared in behalf of 
alerting the City Council .in re­ 
gard to the possibility that Penn 
Central railroad will abandon 
freight service in Rushville. 
Mr. Willkie made a strong 
pitch for the council to consider 
taking over the Penn Central 
lines in the city oí Rushville in 
event a petition goes through in 
Federal Court and before the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
which would allow Penn Central 
to discontinue the service. Will­ 
kie maintains the railroad serv­ 
ice is vital to the life and growth 
of the community. 
Mayor Raymond Gibson was 
on the sending end of some 
pointed questions in regard to 
the City’s obligation, and it was 
obvious that a considerable sell­ 


ing job was under way from the 
start. 
Mayor 
Gibson 
emphasised, 
that he felt it was his business 
to look out for the interests of 
all taxpayers, and noted that 
if B. & 0. ran on lines taken 
over and maintained by the city, 
that company would not pay one 
dollar in additional taxes to the 
city of Rushville. 
From the group which had 
met in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce office prior to the coun­ 
cil meeting, it was apparent that 
all were in accord that the loss 
of the railroad would be a blow 
to the industrial and business 
community, and the economy in 
general. There was a division 
of opinion in regard to what 
steps must be taken at this 
time. 
Mr. Willkie said there are 
three alternatives. Find a way to 
take over the abandoned lines; 
fight the petition to abandon in 
the courts; or do nothing. 
Willkie justified his position 
on

as 
economically 
sound for the community, over­ 
coming in the long pull loss 


“Opportunity Days” Explained To 
School Board In Lengthy Meeting 


Ken Pennington, coach and 
guidance counselor at Rushville 
Consolidated High School pre­ 
sented information and explana­ 
tion to the members of the 
School Board Wednesday night 
concerning “Opportunity Days,*’ 
1972, a program of experimen­ 
tation and exposure for RCHS 
students to be implemented Sep­ 
tember 28 and 29, 1972. 
This program, which has been 
undertaken, 
in 
various 
other 
areas, has been aired to stu­ 
dents and faculty at the high 
school and according to Mr. 
Pennington, has met with en­ 
thusiastic support. Initially stu­ 
dents were presented with a list 
of 150 suggested “Opportunities” 
in which they might be interest 
ed, and students then voted on 
which of the “Opportunities" 
they would most like to partici­ 
pate. From the student vote, the 
60 areas receiving the most in­ 
terest have been investigated 
further for implementation on 
“Opportunity Days." 
According to Mr. Pennington, 
the courses or interest areas In­ 
dicated by the students are very 
diversified—ranging from Judo 
and Karate to Horsemanship 
and a visit to Crossroads Reha­ 
bilitation Center in Indianapolis. 
Among the 60 other selections 
are: 
Unidentified 
Flying Ob­ 
jects, Swimming and Scube Div­ 
ing, Spelunking, Yoga, Welding, 
Visit to 
Weir Cook, 
Basket­ 
ball, Speed leading, Modeling, 
Firearms, and Driver’s Educa­ 
tion for Motorcycles, 
Students will choose two “op­ 
portunities" in which they wish 
to participate, and they will 
spend one school day for each 
activity, according to Mr. Pen­ 
nington. He noted that for each 
activity a teacher is assigned, 
and he or she will accompany 
the group and make plans for 
the day. Me also noted that the 
organizers hope to make use of 
local people who are proficient 
in certain areas. “It is our in­ 


tent to work in as many local 
people as possible,” the Pro­ 
gram’s chairman stated. 
The program, although new to 
Rushville and the school sys­ 
tem, has been put into effect 
State-wide and nationally, ac­ 
cording to Pennington. 
Most of the “opportunities" 
will be free, according to Pen­ 
nington, but some will require a 
small fee, due to professional 
supervision 
or 
transportation 
fees. 
“We don’t plan on having any­ 
thing in here where we don’t 
instruct," ¿he counselor stated, 
“it is not a fun day, nor a recre­ 
ation day," he stressed. The 
program has been initiated to 
create a chance for students to 
explore an area in which they 
have no skills or knowledge, and 
one in which they are interested 
in further exploring. It gives 
students an opportunity to gain 
information with no final exams, 
through direct observation and 
experience. 
Transportation plans for the 
days are not definite at this 
time, but it was the feeling of 
the organizers that some finan­ 
cial help may be necessary. If 
it is not possible to acquire aid 
from another source, the stu­ 
dents would be assessed for 
transportation. 
Concerning insurance for any 
activities, the board was advised 
that the same policy applies as 
is functional for any other nor­ 
mal school day. 
Superintendent 
Huddleston 
noted that the program’s inten­ 
tions are to “create a lightbulb" 
with some learning attached. 
He noted that exposure to these 
things could initiate more action 
by the students in a certain 
area. 
Students who could not partici­ 
pate for special reasons—such 
as religious or physical limita­ 
tions, would spend the day work­ 
ing in the library on a research

2 Bandits, Passenger Slain 
As FBI Thwarts Skyjacking

ing and. stop it we did,” said

ities stormed a pirated aircraft 
and killed two hijackers in a 
gun

were still aboard. 
Officials said shots fired by 
one of the hijackers killed a 
passenger 
and 
wounded 
two 
others 
after 
federal 
agents 
charged aboard an interstate 
P a c i f i c 
Southwest 
Airline 
Boeing 737 taken over by two 
hijackers for six hours Wednes­ 
day. 
“Certainly we re not pleased 
that 
three 
passengers 
were 
wounded,” 
said 
Robert 
Geb- 
hardt, 
FBI 
special 
agent 
in 
charge. He made the comment 
before learning that one of the 
passengers had died. 
“But,” he said in response to 
a reporter’s question, “some­ 
body had to make a decision.” 
Three 
FBI 
men 
who 
had 
sneaked up under the fuselage 
of 
the 
plane 
rushed 
aboard 
after the hijackers refused to 
release 
81 
passengers, 
Geb- 
hardt said. 
The slain hijackers had de­ 
manded two parachutes, $800.- 
000 
and 
passage 
to 
Siberia 
shortly after taking the plane 
over in the air, officials said. 
Gebhardt said the FBI men 
moved in on the plane only 
alter the hijackers refused to 
release the passengers until the 
ransom was handed over. 
“I saw two FBI men enter 
the plane,” said Dr. Manuel Al­ 
varez, 58, of Sacramento. Ca­ 
lif., a passenger. 
“The first came through with 
his hands on his head, and the 


second came up shooting, blast­ 
ing away with a shotgun.”

The 
FBI said the gunman had an 
automatic in each hand but did 
not open fire.

Prosecutors Of 
Charles Cox, 
Indiana Meet 


CLARKSVILLE, Ind. (AP) — 
“There are those in this nation 
who would entangle the nation 
in 
a 
gigantic 
guilt complex 
whenever it com.es to the mat­ 
ter of genuine law enforcement 
or defending the nation’s secur­ 
ity,” Atty. Gen. Theodore L. 
Sendak, told prosecutors from 
throughout Indiana today. 
“These very same people for­ 
get that our system of criminal 
law is based on the morality of 
the Ten Commandments and 
the Christian ethic,” Sendak 
said, “and is predicated further 
on the legal theory that an ac­ 
cused person is innocent until 
proven guilty beyond a reason­ 
able doubt in a court of law. 
“Yet some of these same 
people would find law abiding 
citizens and the entire nation 
guilty without even a trial just 
for wanting to enforce the law. 
This guilt mania is a form of 
masochism which would under­ 
mine our system of law en­ 
forcement.”

The normal issue is 16 pages, two of 
them church news. 
The Journal carries very little state, 
national or international news. 
“We’re a home town paper,” Mrs. 
Kuruzovich explains.

During Cynthia Lowry’s vaca­ 
tion, the column is being writ­ 
ten by invited guests, each of 
whom was asked to respond to 
specific questions about a spe­ 
cial area of television. Hera is 
the report of Joan Ganz Coo­ 
ney, head of the Children's 
Television Workshop and in­ 
novator of “Sesame Street.” 


Q. It has been said that tele­ 
vision is a “third parent” for 
the younger generation. Is that 
your concept in programming 
for it? 
A. It’s at least a “third teach­ 
er.” By the time he or sha fin­ 
ishes high school, the average 
child is going to have spent 
more time watching televisión 
than he 
or she spent in the 
claesrom, in church or in any 
other cultural activity. 
This does not mean, however, 
that television is the answer to 
this country’s education prob­ 
lem. Nothing is more important 
to a child’s emotional and in­ 
tellectual development than, the 
influence of a concerned and 
expert adult—a parent, a teach­ 
er or a day-care professional. 
The important thing is that 
television can and must ba put 
to use to help the parent, the 
teacher and the child. This 
“electronic textbook” can. he an 
extremely 
effective 
supple­ 
ment, a tool in the learning 
process. 
Q. What changes have you 
seen in television for children 
since the arrival of “Sesame 
Street”? 
A. People are seeing that 
television. can benefit a child in­ 
stead of exploiting him. The 
first television generation grew 
up with programs that were de­ 
signed and produced primarily 
to meet the needs of adults, 
and especially advertisers. The 
second 
generation 
of 
young 
viewers now has programs that 
appeal to and relate directly to 
their 
needs. 
Children's 
tele­ 
vision gradually is improving 
and I am optimistic about the 
directions it is taking. 
“Sesame Street” and “The 
Electric Company,” our second 
project, have adapted soma of 
the most effective techniques of 
commercial television to reach 
and teach children. We have 
used the techniques of repeti­ 
tion, crisp editing, music and 
fast pacing to sell a child a let­ 
ter of the alphabet instead of a 
breakfast cereal, a number in­ 
stead of a cupcake.

is 
“The Electric 
Company” 
doing 
in 
class­ 
rooms? 
A. More than half of the four 
million youngsters who have 
been viewing our show during 
its first season were seeing it in 
classrooms and we have had an 
enthusiastic 
response 
from 
teachers throughout the coun­ 
try.

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Cong Failed To Produce For North 
Viet Troops’ Major Offensive

SAIGON (AP) - With grow­ 
ing confidence, South Vietnam’s 
battered, 
armed 
forces 
are 
striking back in hopes of rever­ 
sing the flow of Hanoi's mas­ 
sive invasion. And while some 
success seems ultimately as­ 
sured, the outcome is likely to 
fall short of what President 
Nguyen Van Thieu called “the 
final battle.” 
Some military and political 
observers 
believe 
the 
three 
months of fighting since the 
North’s offensive started, al­ 
though the bloodiest of the war 
In some respects, have proved 
nothing 
except—once 
again— 
that a military solution is im­ 
possible In Indochina, and the 
only way to a cease-fire and a 
settlement is through negotia­ 
tion. 
Gaining favor now among al­ 
lied officials appears to be a 
view that the North Vietnam­ 
ese, having tried their utmost 
but failed to achieve any of 
their major objectives, will pull 
back to refit for yet another 
try. 
Some think this next atempt 
might come as early as next 
year, but many U.S. officers 
are so optimstic as to believe 
the Communist command has 
finished itself militarily for up 
to four years. 
Nevertheless, the South Viet­ 
namese also are facing severe 
problems. 
The enemy push has again 
reshaped the borders of the 
country in. the Saigon region, 
with Gle Communist command 
effectively 
controlling 
large 
areas Of South Vietnam that it 
will probably take years for the 
■aJgQB forces to' .recover by 
steylag on the offensive, not a 
familiar role for ARVN troops. 
Many areas of the 
coun- 
trydde, including 1,164 hamlets 
eut of 15,000 and more than 
BNUMO people, about 8.0 per 
eent of the population, are un­ 
der enemy control, with many 
mom potentially lost, with a 


million persons counted as refu­ 
gees. 
It will take years to' restore 
that situation even if the offen­ 
sive 
should 
end 
tomorrow,” 
said one U.S. official. 
The success of the North 
Vietnamese drive, to whatever 
degree it extends in the final 
analysis, also is likely to have 
an eroding effect on the con­ 
fidence of the people, which the 
Saigon government has tried, 
hard to cultivate. 
One thing working in the 
South Vietnamese government’s 
favor in this respect, say offi­ 
cials, has been the failure of 
the Viet Cong to fulfill their 
role in the Hanoi plan. 
Communist documents in the 
hands of allied officials are the 
basis for this belief, telling how 
the Viet Cong did not mobilize 
their forces in strength but 
spread them too thinly and dis­ 
sipated their effect, and also 
reporting that Viet Cong politi­ 
cal agents and cadres moved 
too siowly in organizing the po­ 
litical

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40,000 Expected To Attend 
‘Campvention’ At Atterbury

EDINBURG, Ind. (AP) — At 
noon Friday about 40,000 of 
‘the 
friendliest 
people 
on 
earth" are expected to begin 
streaming into Camp Atterbury 
near here for the 13th annual 
Campvention 
of the National 
Campers 
and Hikers Associ­ 
ation. 
The visitors, some from In­ 
diana but many from the rest 
of the United States as well as 
Canada, will spend seven days 
camping out in various man­ 
ners on 2La acres of “instant 
city." 
The motto of the NCHA is 
“the 
friendliest 
people 
on 
earth" and it certainly takes a 
lot of good will and cooperation 
to get something like the Camp­ 
vention off the drawing board 
and into reality. 
Hugh Hamilton, head of the 
steering 
committee 
for 
this 
year’s event, explained some of 
the planning. 
‘ ‘ T h i s 
is 
an 
instant 
city...communications, 
medical 
facilities, 
security 
force, 
its 
ow n 
s t o r e s 
and 
con- 
cessons...but we will not be 
able to provide al the necessi­ 
ties,” 
Hamilton 
said. 
“This 
means (the campers) will have 
to rely upon the local commu­ 
nities for the majority of their 
necessities.” 
Communities near the mili­ 
tary 
reservation, 
now 
used 
mostly for National Guard, Re­ 
serve and Peace Corps activi­ 
ties, include Edinburg, Frank­ 
lin, Shelbyville, Nineveh and 
the biggest city, Columbus. 
Hamilton said, “Planning for 
this Campvention started five 
years ago and solidified two 
years ago. Each year at Camp­ 
vention they determine which 
state will have it two years 
from now. Next year it will be 
in California. 
‘ ‘ T h e 
three 
Columbus 
(NCHA) clubs are the hosts 
this year, but other local clubs 
and the state organization are 
working on it,” he added. 
Hamilton explained, 
“There 
will be three areas that will 
have electricity: A handicapped 
area where people in wheel­ 
chairs or those who are infirm 
to some degree will have elec­ 
tricity afforded them and as 
much hard surface as possible; 
the commercial area, including 
150 commercial lots primarily 
for booths for campers and oth­ 
er camper related items, and 
an area for the national officers 
(of NCHA) because they will be 
working most of the time.” 
He said most of the partici­ 
pants will bring their own, self- 
contained 
camping 
units— 
campers, 
trailers, 
tents 
and 
other innovations. The charga 
is $16 per unit, not per person, 
$13 of which goes to the state 
association and $3 to the host 
clubs. 
Hamilton said niost of the 
money will go toward the cost 
of building up the area, while 
the rest goes into a scholarship 
fund for young campers. 
Activities will go on 24 hours 
a day with such things as a 
teenage center, a pre-teenage 
center, a teen queen contest, a 
mini-parade and all kinds of 
tours into numerous parts of In­ 
diana.

Hamilton said, “There wiU be 
bus tours 
in Columbus, 
In­ 
dianapolis 
and various state 
areas of interest. And there will 
be shuttle buses provided for 
E d i n b u r g , Columbus tod 
Franklin. 
“There will also be such 
things as hospitality houses and 
information centers in several 
of the cities. In Edinburg, for 
example, the information cen­ 
ter will be manned by service 
organizations 
and 
hospitality 
houses will include the new 
high school and the American 
Legion Post. 
“Also locally (in Edinburg),*' 
he 
added, 
“the 
distributors, 
such as bread, dairy, soft drink 
and provision or luncheon meat 
companies will have truck trail­ 
ers brought to the area for 
quick replenishment of store 
supplies.”

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Ohio Women Hold Posts In Ex-Male Domain

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Maybe they didn’t get an equal 
shake in the job market, but a 
lot 'Of Ohio women have fought 
their way into jobs that once 
were male monopolies. 
Five decades after women 
got the 'vote, Ohio has 12' wom­ 
en judges, five women legisla­ 
tors, a female state treasurer, 
a woman streets commission­ 
er and distaff machinists. 
The list goes on/: Women uni­ 
versity 
administrators, 
tele­ 
phone linewomen, mayors, city 
councilwomen, teletypists, top 
party politicians, a state assist­ 
ant athletic commissioner. 
Even a woman business ty­ 
coon. 
The way the winners tell H, 
the trip up only took talent, 
hard word and brass. Along the 
way, too, they left their timid 
sisters to worry about the con­ 
ventions. 
—“Nobody could ever tell me 
they could stop me from doing 
what I wanted to do,” said 
Mrs. Samuel Melton, 58, of Co­ 
lumbus. 
She heads research 
and design for the R. G. Barry 
Co. and is the first woman 
board member of Huntington 
National Bank. 
—“If a woman can do a job 
well, she’ll get it,” State Treas­ 
urer Gertrude Donahey, 64. 
—“I find that if you show 
men you have the ability, the 
intelligence, 'they accept you as 
an 
equal.” 
Mrs. 
Rosemary 
Lewis, 
56, 
Commissioner 
of 
Streets for Cleveland. 
—“We never give women’s 
lib a thought.” Mrs. Wendell 
Neff, 61, Darbyville secretary- 
treasurer, speaking for herself 
and the rest of the town’s gov­ 
ernment-all women. 
—“Anyone who is qualified 
and competent can make it on 
their own.” 
Hocking County 
Probate Judge Rhea Brown, 66. 
—“I think that formerly a 
woman 'had to ha twice as good 
as a man to get a job.” Wash­ 
ington County Probate Judge 
Xilpha Gaunt, age withheld. 
Mrs. Melton took a 
dime- 
store after-hours job to help out 
at home at 13 and ventured into 
retailing with her first husband, 
now deceased. Then, with two 
young sons at home, she ran a 
patented shoulder pad business 
from her dining room. 
When the ptdded shoulders 
fad sagged, Mrs. Melton ex­ 
perimented with a washable 
slipper. It caught on and her 
slipper and cushion business re­ 
mains strong. 
Mrs. 
Donahey 
compiled 
a 
flock of career credits before 
she won the state treasurer’s 
job. Her late husband, John, 
was the state’s lieutenant gov- 


“I’ve 
never 
been 
dis­ 
criminated against,” she said, 
“but when I ran for treasurer I 
had to work harder than any 
man. That’s just because there 
had never been a woman in an 
executive office before. 
“My fellow politicians told 
me, ‘All you’ve got against you 
is that you're a woman.* I just 
campaigned as hard as I possi­ 
bly could.” 
Mrs. Lewis, known to her 
friends as “Chuckhole Rosie.” 
worked her way up through civ­ 
il service', begining as a junior 
clerk. 
Mrs. Neff says the men call 
her the “Queen of Darbyville.” 
She explains she and her wom­ 
en friends took over Darbyville 
because the men haven't the 
time. 
Judge Brown's father wanted 
her to be a school teacher, but 
“went along’ with her insist­ 
ence on a law career. 
Judge Gaunt says her first 
election 
came 
“without 
any 
problems. 
And 
my 
fellow 
judges and lawyers have just 
put me on the status of another 
man.” 
Women run the 300-person 
town of Darbyvile out of con­ 
sideration for the men—they 
say. 
“The men usually have jobs 
outside of the town, and it’s 
pretty hard for them to get to­ 
gether for meetings,” explained 
veteran 
councilwoman 
Mrs. 
Marie Ankrom, 72. 
Mrs. Ankrom. who has six 
children and 12 grandchildren, 
was on the town school board 
and was the lone woman on the 
city counc.il. 30 years ago. 
“I beat another man for that 
job,” she recalled. “I just felt 
like I wanted to run.” 
Mrs. Neff says women are so 
firmly entrenched in Darbyville 
now 
that 
“Men 
won’t 
run 
against us. I imagine they’re 
afraid of losing to a woman.’ 
The 35-year-old women’s di­ 
rector of the State Democratic 
Executive 
Committee, 
Mrs. 
Joah Spratley, got hooked on 
politics after running a loser’s 
race for the Columbus 'School 
Board three years ago. 
The mother of four sees her­ 
self as a “catalyst” who can 
utilize woman power. “We’ve 


got the power, we just have to 
put ourselves together.” 
On the Republican side, Miss 
Martha Moore, age withheld, is 
the first woman in either state 
party’s history to be a second 
presidential choice. A teacher 
at Muskingum College, she is 
the Republican national com- 
mitteewoman for the state and 
vice-chairman of the GOP State 
Committee. 
Daughter of a former Ohio 
congressman, Miss Moore says, 
“I can honestly say I’ve never 
had any problems about being 
a woman. 
“Of course, there are some 
men who are easier to work 
with than others.” 
Women’s lib is starting to 
catch on in Ohio with approxi­ 
mately 700 women in the Na­ 
tional Organization for Women 
(NOW). State Coordinator Mrs. 
Ronnie Rosen, 24, says a lot of 
women “miss the whole point 
of the movement. It’s based on 
the legal aspect. NOW is basic­ 
ally 
concerned 
with 
pushing 
through legislation to eliminate 
sex discrimination and equalize 
the laws for men and women.” 
Although most of the women 
interviewed feel libbers have a 
point, several feel women in 
the feminist movement don’t 
appreciate some of the laws de­ 
signed to protect them. 
Judge Gaunt wouldn’t com­ 
ment but Judge Brown says 
“I’ve never been real crazy 
about women’s lib. I don’t ob­ 
ject to equal salary , but I think 
the laws were made for the 
protection of women.” 
“I’m married 31 years and 
don't, want to 'be liberated,'” 
joked 
Streets 
Commissioner 
Lewis. 
State 
Treasurer 
Donahey 
thinks women should “work to­ 
gether' to get 'better day care 
centers for children of working 
mothers.” 
The women don’t take occa- 
s i o n a 1 
problems 
of 
dis­ 
crimination with men seriously . 
“I’ve only had (me lawyer 
ever say he was flustered by a 
woman judge,” recalled Rhea 
Brown wryly. “But by 'the time 
he was ready to leave the 
courtroom he told me, ‘Ybu’re 
as good as any man—if not bet­ 
ter.’” 


She was 
on the women’s 
State Committee on Health and 
Welfare, secretary for the Ohio 
Mental Health Association and 
operation support chairman for 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee. She has been on the

Convicted Man
